Letter from Damascus. 


D. C. Eby 


We do not know how well you may 
be informed through the daily press 
about political conditions jn Damas- 
cus and throughout Syria, but on Fri- 
day, October 23, we left Damascus for 
Beirut upon the advice of both the 
American and British consuls. 

There seems to be concerted action 
upon the part of both Druses and 
Syrians all over this country to oust 
the French. While it is evident that

ands who were being harbored there. 
One day they paraded a number of 
came] loads of dead bodies down 
Straight street to the square in the 
centre of the city where they unloaded 
them and forced their relatives to 
come and bury them. Other days 
prisoners in considerable numbers and 
much loot were brought in, and there 
was quite a bit of rifle firing, especi- 
ally at night. 

Then at about 4:30 p.m. on Sun- 
day, the 18th, rapid rifle fire and 
machine gun firing began. This was 
followed by heavy cannonading, one 
shell shattering the living room of the 
Trish Presbyterian Mission about one 
and a half blocks from our house. At 
the time no one seemed to know the 
cause of the commotion, but we 
learned later that the bandits had 
possession of a section of the city 
near to us and that for this reason 
the French were shelling it from the 
opposite side of the city, to which they 
had withdrawn. This left the entire 
Christian quarter with no French.pro- 
tection whatever. Many armed Mos- 
lems were about the streets and we 
were entirely at their mercy, although 
they seemed to do nothing beyond rob- 
bing a few Armenians who were 
about. \ 

The firing continied throughout the 

night and on Monday forenoon air- 
planes also started dropping bombs. 
We had the Irish Presbyterian ladies, 
whose house had been partially des- 
troyed, brought to our house, but after 
dinner it was considered best for the 
twelve American and British mission- 
aries in the line of fire to go to the 
British hospital, which is located at 
the edge of the city. The Syrian chief 
of police agreed to escort us provid- 
ing we would assemble at the local 
police headquarters within ten min- 
utes, as they were then disbanding 
because the French had deserted 
them. We hurried along single file 
close to the buildings, as airplanes 
were circling about, and reached in 
safety with what few earthly belong- 
ings we could carry. : 

The people throughout the Christian 
quarter were in a panic and about 
3,000 or more Christian Syrians and 
Armenians swarmed the hospital 
buildings and grounds that night to 
be under the protection of the British 
flag. But, lest they provoke an at- 
tack, by order of the British consul 
they were sent away again Tuesday 
morning, the Syrians to their homes 
and the Armenians going anywhere 
they might find refuge in the city. 

With great difficulty the British 
“consul managed to get from the con- 
sulate to the hospital, the French re- 
fusing him even an escort or protec- 
tion. He advised his people to leave 
Damascus as soon as possible because 
the French could guarantee them no 
protection whatever inasmuch as they 
considered the entire city in revolt 
and intended to bomb it promiscuously 
in case it did not surrender. ‘The 
American consul, who was on the op- 
posite side of the French lines, finally 
suceeeded in getting through to us 
after having sent us official advice to 
leave at the earliest possible moment. 

Most of the firing had ceased by 
Tueaday afternoon, but clouds of

Armenians to remain in the refugee 
camps outside the city, so they crowd- 
ed in with what little they could carry, 
the rest being looted in their ab- 
sence. Even while leaving the camps 
about forty were killed by the brig- 
ands, 


It was reported that the Damas- 
cenes conferred with the French on 
Tuesday, the latter agreeing to an 
armistice to last until Saturday noon, 
at which time to the former must 
deliver up 3,000 rifles and pay an 
indeninity’ of almost half a million 
dollars. A failure to meet these con- 
ditions was to result in a general bom- 
bardment of the city on Saturday af- 
ternoon. 

All week the trains for Beirut were 
thronged with French, Moslem and 
Christian Syrians, and Armenians, 
some of them sleeping in the station 
and in the open for two or three 
nights in hopes of getting away. 

Our consuls tried to arrange for 
4 special train for their people who 
decided to leave, but, this being re- 
fused, the American consul got tho 
promise of reservations on the regular 
train. He accompanied us to the sta- 
tion in person on Friday, only to find 
that they would not even sell him tick- 
ets because they had already sold 700 
tickets when there was only room for 
400 people. When the train pulled 
in words fail to describe the terrible 
stampede and we were absolutely 
helpless in the mob, for there must 
have been fully 2,000 people pushing 
and jamming. When the train was 
filled we were still standing there 
but soon the consul led us to a coach 
that was as yet detached from the 
train and so we had a comfortable 
journey to Beirut after all. 

The bombardment did not take 
place on Saturday because the armis- 
tice had been extended for a month. 
We find no lack of work to do among 
the Armenians here in Beirut, as we 
also have a congregation of our peo- 
ple here. There is also much need of 
relief work on account of many 
who have fled from Damascus. We 
expect to return to Damascus as soon 
as the consuls allow us to go. 

We certainly appreciate the Lord's 
protection thus far and ask your 
prayers that He may continue to grant 
us protection and guidance during 
these troublesome ‘times.

T here were’ 502 cow-testing centres, 
2,685 dairy herds under test, and 26, 
205 tests conducted this year, mainly 
under the supervision of Dominion 
dairy officials, up to the end of June 
last. Five of the provinces show a 
increase in the number 
of herds tested, Saskatchewan shows 
the largest percentage of increase, 
with New Brunswick next in line and 
Alberta a close third. The increase 
in Saskatchewan is largely due to the 
eflicient work of provincial officials. 
In British Columbia, with five organ- 
ized co-operative associations, approxl- 
mately two thousand cows are tested 
each month.

“A Gall To Public Service 


One of the outstanding addresses before the recent conference of Boards | 


of Trade and Chatubers of Commerce at Winnipeg, to which reference was 
made in this column last week, was delivered by President Beatty of the 
C.P.R. | As was natural Mr. Beatty dealt largely with the subject of transpor- 
tation, and in doing so traced the history of both-e the Canadian Pacifle and | 
Canadian National from their inception. He discussed the transportation | 
problem from its broad national aspect and in a manner worthy of the posi: | 
tion he occupies, frankly outlining past mistakes and indicating lines of action ! 
which will make for future growth and suc 

More transportation history is yet to be written in respect of Canada 
Mr. Beatty, but, he added, “with all due modesty I beg to say that the C Cana 


dians of today lave just as much virility, courage and enterprise as the Can-, 
adians of thirty and forty years ago.” Pointing out that Canada oeccuples a; 


great expanse of territory with a fewer number of people per mile of railway 
than any other country, and consequently with Jess density end diversity of 
traffic, and enjoying, generally speaking, the lowest transportation rates in 
the world, the railways nevertheless had to be equipped to carry the traffle 
and provide the services which the people demanded and the interests of the 
Dominion made necessary. Despite the most rigid economy being practised 
the fact was that no change in improvement 4s possible without greater traffic 
and that means greater production and more people. 

Mr. Beatty then came to the crux of his address; its constructive part 
namely, the need of all parts of Cunada for a larger population, and to attain 
that he submitted that a need existed for a change in colonizing Canada and 
that it was imperative both east and west. Continuing, Mr. Beatty said: 

“My suggestion in respect to this much discussed question of immigration 
is that we should take it out of the fleld of statistics and place {it In the fleld 
of human relations. The visitor coming to us from overseas in search of in- 
formation is Hterally swamped with statistics presented fn the farm of bulle- 
tins, circulars, pamphlets, newspaper articles and what not, déuling with 
Canadian activities. We are apt to forget that people coming to our shore 
are human beings, members of families, often whole familles who have torn 
themselves from old homes. homes in some cases centuries old, to come and 
live in Canada, to be neighbors if we are willing to be neighborly and to be- 
come good citizens if we only hold out the welcoming hand.” 

. “More forethought,” continued Mr. Beatty, “must be taken to secure the 
placing of the immigrants in advance of their arrival so that the little capital 
they bring with them may not be frittered away, but may be devoted to its 
proper purpose and original intention. Now in that preliminary organiza- 
tion of opportunities the boards of trade throughout Canada can play a high- 
ly important part, and indeed in the prairie provinces they already are play- 
ing an important part. Already thirty local colonization boards have been 
organized through the medium of loc al boards of trade and these, during the 
past year, have been of marked : ance in securing positions, providing in- 
formation as 10 available titi diving und welcoming the new comers 
and generally co-operating in the suceessful settlement of approximately 
three thousand iminigrants Now if that example were followed throughout 
the Dominion from coast to coast, the impetus given to the soundest of ail 
methods of finmigration would be enormous. for the result would be jimmedi- 
ate absorption of « large additional populiution with the least danger of con- 
gestion at any one particular point.” 

In other words, Mr, Beatty clearly favors the creatton of maachinery some- 
what along the lines of the original Soldier Settlement Board, and now being 
carried out by the Land Settlement Branch of the Department of Immigration 
and Colontz&ition with respect to those families coming to Canada under the 
Hritish Empire Settlement Scheme Such a system should be created to deal 
with all immigrants and not merely selected groups. . 

Mr. Beatty further contemplates that in the carrying out of such a plan, 
local bodies such as boards of trade and the many publie service clubs should 


take an active part. It is not enough that an immigrant arrive and then be 
allowed to shift for himselt, An intelligent and active interost in his welfare 
and success is al! important, and this friendly and helpial assistance must 
come from the whole community, What Mr, Beatty had to say on this phase 


of the immigration problem i; deserving of repetition and should be heeded 
by all publie bodies and chigtns renerally He said: 

“Most important of all the results of sueh Dominion-wide co-operation 
would be widening of the personal interest in this vital matter of immigration. 
During such campaigns as that of the Patriotie Fund, the men and women 
who served on committees found that the education gained by such service 
was of incalcwable value, giving them a new vision of life and of their re- 
sponsibility towards their fellow citizens The education of public cervice 
is, to uy mind, the finest education in the world We talk a lot about na 
tional unity, but before we can understand what national unity means we 
must surely educate ourselves as to the racial elements that form our nation, 
and such education can only be achieved by personal contact with our fellow 
cilizens. whether these citizens are native born or new Canadians. There 
can be no national unity except on the ultimate basia of community spirit.”
